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T HAT in the early days of 


Circleville, the fire-fighting 


apparatus consisted of a small 
hand-engine, hook and ladder 
and leather 
buckets. 
These 


buckets were deep and nar- 
row, sloping down, 
and 
had 


thick leather covered handles. 
They were the property of the 
individual 
citizens, 
whose 


names were painted on the 
side. The ladders were com- 
mon long ones, and 
the hook 


was made of wrough-iron, fast- 
ened on the end of a piece of 
rope. 


The engine was a red oblong 


box on low wheels. On top at 
each side of the 
square 
box 


covering the,air chamber was 
a lid hinged at that end. On 
top of the box were two or 
three feet of hose attached to 
the center, and when in use, 
jjojblong copper pipe was at- 
^^ied to the hose. The pipe- 
man stood on the engine and 
gave instructions. 


The pumping was done by 


turning four long wrought-iron 
cranks, one at each corner and 
worked by four or six men. 
The water was passed along 
one line of men to the engine 
and the empty buckets passed 
back by the line facing them.

apparatus consisted of a small 
hand-engine, hook and ladder 
and leather 
buckets. 
These 
buckets were deep and nar­ 
row, sloping down,

They were the property of the 
indiv idual 
citizens, 
whose 
names were 
painted 
on 
the 
side. 
The ladders were com­ 
mon long ones, and 
the hook 
was made of wrough-iron, fast­ 
ened on the end of a piece of 
rope. 
The engine was a red oblong 
box on low wheels.

Taken properly sun baths are bene­ 
ficial, but too much exposure to the 
sun is harmful, for serious results 
may follow severe burning. Infec­ 
tion of the skin is a frequent com­ 
plication of neglected sunburn, for 
the protective covering of the skin 
is destroyed by excessive exposure 
to the sun, and this permits the en­ 
trance of germs and parasites. 
Some persons burn more quickly 
than others. Blondes and red-head­ 
ed persons are more sensitive to the 
sun than brunettes. When the skin 
is moist, it burns easily. 
If you desire a healthy tan, ac­ 
quire it slowly, deriving the benefi­ 
cial action of the sun without harm 
to the sensitive skin layers. 
Ringworm is a common infection 
of the skin that is particularly prev­ 
alent during the summer months. 
It is a highly infectious disease, eas­ 
ily transm itted from one person to 
another, and is usually contacted in 
bath houses, shower baths, turkish 
baths, gymnasiums and from floors 
contaminated by infected individu­ 
als. 


Ringworm 
usually 
affects 
the 
hands or the feet, but it may ap­ 
pear on other parts of the body. The 
involved area has patches of blis­ 
ters which are red and angry-look- 
ing>The disease is easily prevented by 
wearing shoes or slippers, and at a 
crowded beach it is a good plan to 
wear bathing shoes. 
This simple 
precaution will prevent much un­ 
necessary suffering. 
Ringworm should be treated by a 
physician, and early attention is 
important. 
Most persons are negligent about 
their diet and manner of living dur­ 
ing the summer months. 
Eating 
spoiled food, the incomplete chew­ 
ing of food, excessive use of spices, 
or eating food difficult to digest fre­ 
quently leads to another common 
skin condition known as “urticaria" 
or “hives.” The prevention of this 
disease is easier than its cure. 
“Impetigo contagiosa,” not unlike 
ringworm of feet or hands, is an­ 
other skin disorder commonly seen 
in summer. 
It usually afflicts chil­ 
dren, and in adults it is known as 
“barber’s itch.” 
This is an infectious disease that 
quickly spreads from one child to 
another. 
Yellowish 
patches 
of 
crusted sores appear on the face, 
and may spread to the chest and 
other parts of the body. 
The dis­ 
ease is rarely serious, and quickly 
responds to treatm ent when an anti­ 
septic ointment is applied to the 
affected parts. 
Many other skin disorders appear 
to be more prevalent in summer 
months, caused, as a rule, by care­ 
lessness. 
The skin plays an im portant part 
in the mechanism of the body and 
should be cleansed every day. 
A 
daily warm bath followed by a cold 
shower will aid a lot in keeping the 
skin healthy.

Skin Disorders Common in Summer 


Very Often Due to Carelessness 


Ringworm, Resulting From Infection at Bathing Beaches, and 


Hives, Caused by Improper Diet, Are Both Much Easier 


to Prevent Than They Are to Cure.

During the summer months skin 


disorders are more common than at 
any other time 
of the year. The 
sweat glands are 
more active in 
hot weather and 
the skin is more 
liable to infec- 
tion. 
Today I 


want to tell you 
about a few of 
the summer skin 
diseases and how 
to prevent them. 


W i t h i n the 
last few years 
sun baths have 
become extreme- 
r. ,, , , 
ly p o p u l a r . 
Dr. Copeland 


Taken properly sun baths are bene- 
ficial, but too much exposure to the 
sun is harmful, for serious results 
may follow severe burning. Infec- 
tion of the skin is a frequent com- 
plication of neglected sunburn, for 
the protective covering of the skin 
is destroyed by excessive exposure 
to the sun, and this permits the en- 
trance of germs and parasites. 


Some persons burn more quickly 


than others. Blondes and red-head- 
ed persons arc more sensitive to the 
sun than brunettes. When the skin 
is moist, it burns easily. 


If you desire a healthy tan, ac- 


quire it slowly, deriving the benefi- 
cial action of the sun without harm 
to the sensitive skin layers. 


Ringworm is a common infection 


of the skin that is particularly prev- 
alent during the summer months. 
It is a highly infectious disease, eas- 
ily transmitted from one person to 
another, and is usually contacted in 
bath houses, shower baths, turkish 
baths, gymnasiums and from floors 
contaminated by infected individu- 
als. 


Ringworm 
usually affects 
the 


hands or the feet, but it may ap- 
pear on other parts of the body The 
involved area has patches of blis- 
ters which are red and angry-look- 
ing. 


The disease is easily prevented by 


wearing shoes or blippers, and at a 
crowded beach it is a good plan to 
wear bathing ihoes. 
This simple 


precaution will prevent much un- 
necessary suffering. 


Ringworm should be treated by a 


physician, and early attention is 
important. 


Most persons are negligent about 


their diet and manner of living dur- 
ing the summer months. 
Eating 


spoiled food, the incomplete chew- 
ing of food, excessive use of spices, 
or eating food difficult to digest fre- 
quently leads to another common 
skin condition known as "urticaria" 
or "hives." The prevention of this 
disease is easier than its cure. 


"Impetigo contagiosa," not unlike 


ringworm of feet or hands, is an- 
other skin disorder commonly seen 
in summer. It usually afflicts chil- 
dren, and in adults it is known as 
"barber's itch " 


This is an infectious disease that 


quickly spreads from one child to 
another. 
Yellowish 
patches of 


crusted sores appear on the face, 
and may spread to the chest and 
other parts of the body. The dis- 
ease is rarely serious, and quickly 
responds to treatment when an anti- 
septic ointment is applied to the 
affected parts. 


Many other skin disorders appear 


to be more pie\alent in summer 
months, caused, as a rule, by care- 
lessness. 


The skin plays an important part 


in the mechanism of the budy and 
should be cleansed every day. 
A 


daily warm bath followed by a cold 
shower will aid a lot in keeping the 
skin healthy.
